Here in Fort Wayne there 
has been heard no breath ot suspicion against the in- 
tegrity of the registration, and the people of the state as 
a whole accepted the registration law in good faith, lie- 
cause it promised to rid the larger (renters of the suspicion 
of electoral fraud. In the country districts and in the 
smaller towns and cities there was perhaps ..no necessity 
for the registration law.

PROGRESS OF A RACE. 


(Pittsburg Dispatch.) 


A review of the progress of the colored 


population of tlie United Statas, by the 
report of the American Church Institute 
for Negroes, sets forth facts highly cred- 
itable to that race. Since emancipation 
the negroes, starting without a dollar 
and without education, have acquired 
ownership of 24,000 square miles of land, 
have established more lhan 500.000 homes 
owned in fee simple, have built and main- 
tain upward of 20,000 churches valued at 


nearly $30,000,000, and have expended 
more than $25,000,000 for their own edu- 
cation. ' 


On the other hand, the unpleasant fact 


remains that of 3,000,000 negro children ; | 
of school age, conditions are such that 
onlj' a million attend school regularly, | 
and for the majority, of these but short | 
terms are available. It is also the tin-1 
fortunate fact 
that 
white prejudice 


against the negro seems to increase, not- 
withstanding this showing. 


We do not hesitate to avow the belief 


that the progress of the negro in the 
United States during the past half-cen- 
tury shows that he is worthy of support 
and encouragement, rather than dislike 
and exclusion. There are ignorant and 
vicious negroes beyond doubt. But what 
the industries and honest negroes have 
done proves that the race will well repay 
sympathy and aid.

TO QUIT THE STUMP 


Princeton, N. J,, Oct. 16.—Governor 


Woodrow Wilson announced last night 
that he would cancel all speaking en- 
gagements with the exception of those 
arranged for Thursday and Friday of 
this week until Colonel Roosevelt is able 
to take an active part in the campaign. 
The governor will speak in Delaware, 
West Virginia and in Pennsylvania this 
week, concluding his campaign in Pitts 
burg Friday night 
. "I cannot cancel engagements which 
are immediately ahead of me," said 
Governor Wilson in a statement issued 
last'night, "without subjecting those who 
have arranged, them to a very serious 
embarrassment and great unnecessary 
expense, but I shall cut the series at tho 
earliest possible point. Mr. Taft has at 
BO time taken an active part in the cam- 
paign and I have no desire to be the sin- 
gle, candidate on the stump : engaged 
against.no active antagonist." 


Governor Wilson was asked if his ac- 


tive speech-making would end on his r.e- 
turn from Delaware, West Virginia and 
Pennsylvania" on next Saturday.. 


"Yes," he said, "I have asked my man- 


agers to arrange to cancel the engage- 
ments in New York and Brooklyn for 
nest Saturday night." 


Before issuing his statement, Governor 


Wilson talked over the long distance tel- 
ephone to democratic national headquar- 
ters in New York and to his secretary, 
Joseph P. Tumulty. 


The governor was deeply solicitous for 


news of Colonel Roosevelt and asked the 
correspondents to keep him informed of 
the colonel's condition. Ho was 'at his 
home here last night busy most of the 
time in telephonic communication, with 
his campaign managers. He 'received 
news about Colonel Roosevelt's conditon 
as. late as 11 p. m, 


The governor is due to start on his 


short trip to Delaware, West Virginia 
and western Pennsylvania, late today.

States to challenge, for the fourth time, 
for the America's cup—the trophy, which, 
owing to the unsportsmanlike stand of 
the Xcw York Yacht club, is known 
through Europe as the "cup that stinks." 


When I visited Liptonj>n the Erin he 


showed me 200 trophies-^a priceless ar- 
ray—snatched from kings and emperors 
or offered by them for competition; lov- 
ing cups from Americans, one purchased 
with five-cent contributions of school 
children from San Diego to New York, 
:md two silk American flags, made by 
bcliool children. 


"I know they like me," he said, "be- 


cause I have here the tokens of their re- 
gard. You can't tell me Americans don't 
want to give me a fair chance at the 
cup." 


"Tell me why you don't get a, fair 


chance. Who prevents you?" 1 asked. 


"Not more than fifteen men prevent 


changing the rules to permit European 
nations a fair race." 


"Who heads the coterie!" 
"The greatest opponent of fair play is 


CASH Ledyard, of New York." 


Then I asked him the question which

American yanchtsinen when the cup scan- 
dal is mentioned.

The rules called for a boat 
of ninety-foot water line, sloop rig. In 
those days, before the freak racers,"these 
provisions meant a strong, useful craft. 


"But designers began producing freaks. 


This caused yachtsmen to settle on more 
rigid rules, so the.international and uni- 
versal ratings were adopted, the United 
States adopting the latter.. 


"All yacht races the world over are 


governed by one of these ratings—with 
the exception of that for America's cup. 


"The challenger must cross the Atlan- 


tic on her own bottom. 
Shamrock' IT. 


reached the United States with 400 
rivets missing, and for a week vre had a 
hard time keeping her afloat. 


"The American boat that beat her was 


built to the rules—a ninety-foot water 
line, sloop rigged craft. Her spar wai 
gigantic: her sail area almost unbeliev- 
able; her deck was 140 feet loug. I think 
and she had tremendous overhangs. This 
made possible a vastly longer boom than 


;he Shamrock had, and also a larger 
crew. 
She was not submitted to the 


strain of the ocean passage.

lave yachts that can cross the ocean. 
They will be good, useful yachts that 
will set the builders to developing real 
boats instead of freaks.
